THE CINEMA IN GERMANY 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—Some interesting information on the 

resent position of films in Germany is given 
in the weekly report of the German Institute 
for Business Research (Institut fur Konjunk.- 
turforschung), April 21st last. As in the 
case of the other totalitarian States, the 
U.8.8.R. and Italy, the films have become 
a national cultural asset in Germany, and 
every effort is being made to increase home 
production and to secure independence. This 
does not mean a policy of complete isolation, 
ior the Germans are prepared to take what is 
of special worth from outside, and conse- 
quently they import films produced by eleven 
other nations, However, the imported films 
are more and more being replaced by the 
bome-produced films. 

‘““In 1936 there were produced in vg 7 
1,507 films of all types, amounting in lengt 
to 713,000 metres. Compared to 1935, this is 
an increase of about 16 per cent. The value 
of long-feature films produced increased from 
36 million R.M. in 1935 to about 52 millior 
R.M. in 1936. The domestic market is being 
supplied more and more from domestic pro- 
duction. In 1932 17 per cent, of all films 
Rae in Germany were of foreign origin, 

ut, by 1936 this share had dropped to 9 per 
cent. Calculated in metres 27 per cent. of 
all films presented in 1932 were of foreign 
origin, but by 1936 only 22 per cent. This 
is due most of alt to the films used to fill out 
the programme. The supply of short feature 
films, as well as the supply of ‘shorts’ (edu- 
cational, advertising and culture films) are 
being controlled more ‘and more in Germany 
by German production.

TO THE EDITOR. OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sir,—On Wednesday next our King and 
nominal head of the British Empire will be 
crowned as such in the presence of millions 
of his own people and representatives of 
almost every nation in the world. i 

For every one of his people that will see 
him crowned there are hundreds that, for 
one reason or another, will be unable to do 
so. Yet the people of every country, except 
ours, will be able to view this spectacle of 
ageantry in their local cinemas within a 
bac days of its. celebration. It will be 
viewed in China, in Japan. in Germany, in 
Italy, in Australia, in Canada, in Egypt, in 
America, in fact in any place where : ivilisa- 
tion reigns. Will it make a French:nan less 
a’ Frenchnian, a Chinaman less a Chinaman? 
Will it make one nation less loyal to its own 
country and Government? Yet to-day in 
Ireland one section of the community has 
had the impertinence to doubt the devotion 
of its people to their country and their 
loyalty to its elected Government; to cast 
upon its truest- citizens the slur that the 
mere seeing of this film would endanger tins 
loyalty. 

In short, a section of the community, not

The Need for Co-operation 


The refusal of the Free State in January, 
1936, to be aggregated with the British 
Commonwealth in the assessment of naval 
strength was not of large practical import- 
ance, Professor Keith observed at the 
time; but the Free State now ssessed 
paramount power to abrogate the provi- 
sions by which British forces are lawfully 
present in Free State ports. Therefore, he 
wrote, “common-sense suggests that the 
time has come when the British Govern- 
ment should be ready to reconsider the 
terms of the Treaty of 1921.” [... .] “ and 
to secure in economics and politics alike 
that co-operation between the United 
Kingdom and the Free State which is 
dictated by fundamental considerations of 
common interest.’’ 

Professor Keith’s book went to the 
printers before the constitutional changes 
of last December, and the last letter on 
Irish affairs deals with the abolition of 
the Governor-Generalship as proposed, not 
as accomplished. Thus: 


The termination of the office of 
Governor-General as at present consti- 
tuted is unquestionably desirable. The 
deliberate policy has been adopted of 
reducing the office to a mere farce: the 
Governor-General’s position reflects dis- 
credit instead of honour on the Crown. 


That, however, merely concerns the tactical 
position before the abolition. The prin- 
ciple involved is what matters :— 

- » + Mr. de Valera raises a funda- 
mertal point when he asserts that the 
head of the State should be thé supreme 
guardian of the constitutiénal rights of 
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the people. That is the position of the 
King in the British Constitution; that 
was the position of the Governor-General 
in the constitutions of the Dominions so 
long as he was appointed by the King on 
the advice of the British Government. 

When the Imperial Conference of 1930 
turned the Governor-General into the 
nomnee of the Dominion Government, it 
destroyed the parallel between the Kin 
and his representative, and kee ans 
inevitable the decisive action of 1932, 
when Mr. de Valera removed the then 
Governor-General from office in order to 
secure that he should not be in a position 
to refuse assent to . ma < 


which the Ministry had prepared. 


Unsubstantial Sovereignty 


Accordingly, Professor Keith pleads for 
‘an accord, based on acceptance of a 


definite agreement for co-operation in 
defence.” He does not take the ending of 
partition into account, as he is concerned 
only with juridical actualities, not with 
political ideals; so it may be that he is 
too optimistic about the immediate likeli- 
hood of a settlement. However, he writes 
with surprising frankness of what he con- 
siders to be a grave error in the effort to 
constrain the Free State. ‘‘ Are we,” he 
asks, ‘‘ to continue indefinitely to demand 
Irish submission to our terms? Is there 
any substance for which we are contend- 
ing, or is it for a meaningless formula of 


an unsubstantial sovereignty ?”’

Hyde Park, By Eric Dancy 
Methuen. 10/6 net. | 


HERE the Marble Arch stands to- 
day, Mr. Dancy tells us, the old 
Roman roads of Watling street and the 
Via Trinobantia intersected. The former 
is now represented by Paik lane and the 
Edgware road, and the latter by Oxford 
street and Bayswater road. But when the 
Romans cut these two roads, which were 
to form the first two boundaries of Hyde 
Park, they cut them through the forest 
which surrounded London. Here wild boars 
and bulls, wolves and deer lived, and 
ancient Britons had their habitations. 
The first record of what is now Hyde 
Park dates from the year 960, when Edgar 
granted the pious Dunstan a tract of land 
bounded to the west by Tyburn, a stream 
which now flows into the sewers, and to 
the north by the Via Trinobantia. Just 
four hundred years ago Henry VIII. com- 
pelled the monks to hand over the manor 
of Hyde in exchange for other lands. He 
immediately proceeded to enclose Hyde 
with a paling, and such was the beginning 
of? what was to become the greatest 
people’s park in Europe. But it was not 
until a hundred years later that Charles 
I. opened Hyde Park to the public. 


Public Hangings 


Mr. Dancy gives a historic sketch of 
Hyde Park right through the ages. He 
reminds us that the first hanging took 
place at Tyburn Tree, which was on 
the site of the present Marble Arch, 
in 1196, and the hangings continued 
until as late as 1783. Following 
the kindly deed of Charles L. 
we find that, two years after Cromwell 
returned from Ireland through Hyde Park 
to Whitehall, Parliament ‘‘resolved that 
Hyde Park was to be sold for ready 
money.” Fortunately the sale was never 
ratified, and it was nullified by the courts 
of law on the Restoration. As a resort 
of fashion, Hyde Park became established 
in the reign of Charles II. ; and the reign 
of George III. is shown as providing the 
bloodiest epoch in the Park’s history. It 
was then that Hvde Park was the accepted 
rendezvous for duels.

HE reign of Charles II. has from time 

to time called forth many works from 

able writers, and this one, by the author 
of “ Molten Embers,”’ can rank as one of 
the most interesting; for it breaks new 
ground, and gives a fresh viewpoint of 
this monarch’s character and statesman- 
ship Most other authors have concen- 
trated on the influence which Nell Gwynn, 
Moll Davies, the Duchess of Cleveland 
and the beautiful Hortense Mancini exer- 
cised over Charles. John. Lindsay, how- 
ever, breaks new ground when he shows 
that the real influence which held the 
King—at least in his policy towards 
France and Louis XIV.—was exercised by 
Louise de Keronalles (Madame Carwell), 
whom he created Duchess of Portsmouth. 


A Career Begins 


Louise was, indeed, an adventuress, the 
younger daughter of an impoverished 
French Count. She set out ‘for Paris at 
the early age of fifteen in the company of 
her brother Sebastian. There her beauty 
soon enslaved a middle-aged Parisian, and 
she became his mistress. It was not long, 
however, that this attachment lasted, as 
death deprived her of her protector, whom, 
it appears, she really loved. She then 
became Maid of Honour of Louis XIV.’s 
sister-in-law, Henrietta, the sister of King 
Charles. 


The Secret Treaty 


By this appointment was laid the 
foundation of that secret treaty between 
the French and the English King which 
has been the cause of so much vilification 
of him. Eventually Louise. came to 
England on the death of Henrietta, and 
was used, in a most shameless manner, to 
enslave the monarch, and complete the 
work which Henrietta had begun under 
the direction of her brother-in-law. 

Lonise succeeded in capturing the Royal 
heart, and, in spite of her many rivals, 
retained her ascendancy till Charles II. 
died. Undoubtedly she loved him, On 
his death she retired to her native France, 
where she lived to the age of eighty-five. 
There are excellent illustrations in this 
well-written, if outspoken, book.

Both of the writers are Americans. 
Both of them present their facts object- 
ively, to a very large extent, and neither 
of them is stirred’ by any considerable 
bias, Both. of them, however, are sym- 
pathetic to the “ Whites ’’ — Helen 
Nicholson because her experiences were in 
a “White” town and because her 
daughter is married to a fairly well-to-do 
Spaniard who probably would have 
suffered had Granada been captured by 
the “ Reds”; Mr, Knickerbocker because 
he saw the war from General Franco's 
side of the front and because of his friend 
ship with many officers of the Legion and 
Regulares, or native Moroccan troops. 


The Shadow of Death 


Helen Nicholson is the maiden name of 
the Baroness Zglinitski. With a great 
deal of literary skill and artistic arrange- 
ment of her matter, she tells of her ex- 
periences in Gganada from the outbreak 
of the rebellion, through the several air 
raids on the town, until she escaped to 
England after a number of months in the 
constant shadow of death, with fear and 
hunger usually present. Graphically she 
brings home to the reader the effect of the 
civil war upon the ordinary, decent people 
who had no very strong political associa- 
tions in the beginning of it all. 

She does not conceal the fact that the 
Fascists carried out wholesale executions 
in Granada. She tells of the agony of the 
women, particularly of the servants of 
her daughter and her friends, when their 
men were taken away from them. She 
makes it clear that some of these men had 
no connection at all with. Left politics, 
In no case, however, does she condemn 
the executioners, of whose handiwork she 
saw a part; yet in dealing with similar 
exploits of the “ Reds,’’ which she knows 
only from hearsay, she becomes eloquently 
damnatory. Some of her accounts of 
“ Red ” atrocities are’ just a little too 
strong for acceptance, though there can be 
no doubt that? terrible crimes were com- 
mitted by Left elements. 

“The Siege of Alcazar’’ is good, read- 
able journalistic stuff. Unfortunately it 
was written before the tide turned in the 
Spanish conflict, and Mr, Knickerbocker 
had assumed that General Valera’s forces 
were just going to walk into Madrid. His 
book makes alear how easy it was for the 
Legionaries and the Moors to sweep 
through Badajoz, Talavera and Toledo. 
They were facing an undisciplined mob, 
some of whem did not even know how to 
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GENERAL Mota.

re-load their rifles. He tells us a lot 
about the officers in Franco's forces, and 
introduces two Irishmen, one a reserve 
officer of the Irish Guards, whose senti- 
ments were illustrated by their opposition 
to democratic ideals, and their feeling 
that it would have been a better thing for 
the United States if- the South had won 
that country’s civil war. 

Peculiarly, the least impressive part of 
this book is the chapters dealing with the 
Alcazar. Three times the casualties 
suffered by the defenders are mentioned, 
and each time the figures are different. 
Mr. Knickerbocker pays tribute to the 
gallantry of the cadets, but the real heroes 
and heroines of this war are to be found 
among the civilian population. It is a 
soldier’s job to fight; in a civil war it is 
the civilian’s part to suffer. 

To the Baroness Zglinitski everyone on 
the Government side is a Communist. The 
rather better.- informed journalist is 
definite that the Communists are a very 
small proportion.

Begs are people—I watch them with 
a kind of irritated wonder—who ask 
me to dinner in a restaurant, and then 
overlook the important fact that I am 
starving to death.

The chef must trundle the thing 
on to the grill, hang about for a moment 
until he can say reasonably that it has 
been subjected to the process of cooking, 
and hurry it across to my plate. It is 
gone in, say, four minutes, and my eating 
is over for a couple of hours. Speed of 
service and a large portion are the two 
ye vary ? 

en £ am asked to dinner in a 
restaurant—and the invitation is being 
issued with steadily decreasing  fre- 
quency—speed of service and a large 
portion play no part of any kind in the 
proceedings, Food does not arise for a 
good twenty minutes. There is a lot of 
irrelevant discussion about sherry while 
I am tossing off a pound or two of rolls 
and butter, and in the end—it feels like 
the end of time—we get a lot of twiddly 
bits which: have three outstanding char- 
acteristics. They are small; they are im- 
possible to consume at speed, and thoy 
make no impression whatsoever on the 
vacuum. My host eats—to me it is 
terrible—with reverence ; and when I slosh 
Worcester sauce on the quail in a gloomy 
attempt to work up a bit of a taste he 
closes his eyes and looks away as if he 
was in the presence of Pongo, the ape- 
man.

Arrowroot and Nuts 


But to me even this man ts not so far 
out of bounds as the man who orders each 
dish with a vigilant eye upon: its food 
value. The gourmet at least enjoys his 
food, but the expert eats for profit. Dining 
with him you swing into arrowroot starch, 
dry lentils, currants, a nut cutlet, and a 
rich swig of goat’s milk to settle the whole 
thing in its place. He leaves the table 
with some remark about a good morning’s 
work well done; and I am quite sure that 
on no future occasion will we meet at the 
trough when the ordering lies in his 
hands. 

Possibly you are wondering what all 
this has to do with literature. Perhaps 
you are hoping that all this has nothing 
whatsoever to do with literature. 
for Dr. Wolberg, who is an expert 
dietician, has written a book called ‘‘ The 
Psychology of Eating,” and, while my 
prejudice against professionalism in eat- 
ing persists, I must admit that I read 
his book with the interest which usually 
I reserve for books about the par golf 
swing. (Incidentally ‘‘The Psychology 
of Eating ’’ may be obtained from Messrs. 
Harrap for eight shillings and sixpence. ) 


Dionysius’s Danger 


Dr. Wolberg’s opening chapters are of 
a general nature. He speaks of ‘‘The 
Dietary Philosophies of Mankind,” ‘‘ The 
Need for a Point of View in Eating,” and 
“The Penalties of not having a Point of 
View in Fating.” He reviews history as 
it were with a knife and fork, and tells 
most entertaining. anecdotes of such men 
as Soliman, the Mohammedan Caliph, 
who died of indigestion after he had 
swallowed alternately two baskets of figs 
and eggs; and of Dionysius of Heraclea, 


who became so fat that people had to | 


watch him while he slept, lest he smother 
himself with his own weight. — 

But it was in the chapter headed “ The 
Values of Various Foods’’ that I found 
the greatest absorption. (Yes, I know. 
I said I did’nt like all this concentration 
upon food values, but to know the 
enemy’s strength is of great advantage 
in the battle.) » 


Praise the Sausage 


I bet you didn’t know that a pork 
sausage—just one pork sausage—is four 
times as fattening as a chicken broiler. 
Like me, you may not know what a 
chicken broiler is, but our ignorance does 
not detract from the meritorious per- 
formance of the pork sausage. Cooked 
medium bacon comes after the pork 
sausage, and then boiled beef. Sirloin 
beefsteak, upon which Merrie England is 
alleged to have waxed robust and florid, 
is nine places behind the foreign Frank- 
furter in its fattening qualities. 

Fish provide a surprise. Russian 
caviar holds pride of place as the most 
fattening of all fish—ana oysters come at 
the very bottom. As a matter of fact, 
there is precious little to choose between 
oysters and frogs’ legs for bringing that 
drawn, emaciated expression to the 
features. 


Justification 


Lastly Dr. Wolberg deals with the 
vitally important question of beverages; 
and this list is going to provoke a little 
trouble in our own dear land. The demon 
rum is simply stiff with calories. Cordials 
and malted milk head the list ; but I think 
we can afford to ignore them. (We are 
going to be able to afford very little before 
this is over, so it is well to be generous 
while we can.) Then come—and this is 
the nub of the thing—whiskey, brandy, 
rum and gin. Three and a half ounces 
of whiskey, brandy, rum or gin contain so 
many calories that the mind reels at the 
degree of nourishment contained in their 
depths.

A New Civilisation i 


In many ways Mustafa Kemal Pasha 
is a greater man than either Mussolini or 
Hitler. In remaking Turkey he had to 
impose a new civilisation upon an Asiatic 
people who had contracted many of the 
indolent habits of the Arabs, and to whom 
life was a much less serious and urgent 
thing than Europeans believe. He had 
to abolish the Caliphate and get rid of the 
influence of Islam. He had to teach his 


people to read, to write, to work. Already ; 
they. could fight, otherwise the Greeks 


would not have been driven out of 
Anatolia, and Mustafa Kemal probably 
would have fallen a victim, just as many 
of his friends of the old Nationalist Party 
subsequently fell victims of the dictator’s 
régime. 


Turkey's Victory 


One of Ins greatest achievements, of 
course, was the turning of Turkey’s defeat 
in the Great War into something 
resembling a victory.

Fighting in Gallipoli 


The best parts of this book are those 
dealing with fighting. The story opens 
in spirited tempo with a description of 
the fighting at Gallipoli, where a pro- 
minent part was played by Mustafa 
Kemal. The resistance of the Turks 
against a force that was superior in 
numbers, equipment, clothing and food 
is graphically described. The account of 
the fighting against the Greeks in 
Anatolia is almost equally graphic.

Signor Mussolini has declared a 
journalistic war on Great Britain. He 
has instructed all the representatives of 
Italian newspapers in London to return 
to Italy without delay, and has banned 
the admission of all British newspapers, 
except three, to the country. These three 
papers are the Observer, the Daily Mail, 
and the Evening News, all of which may 


be said to have Fascist sympathies. For the 


rest the entire Press of Great Britain has 
incurred Signor Mussolini’s displeasure, 
and, to all intents and purposes, 
journalistic relations have been broken 
off. The fate of the British correspondents 
in Rome has not decided. 
Naturally, the London newspapers have 
taken no steps in the matter, preferring 
to ignore Signor Mussolini’s pique; but 
it is not at all impossible that their men 
may be expelled by order of the Duce. Like 
everything else in Italy, the Press is in 
Signor Mussolini’s pocket. Even the 
Corriere della Sera of Milan, the news- 
paper associated for so many years with 
the great name of Albertini, has been 
gleichgeschaltet, and now it has become

an apologist for the ban on the British 


Press. The veto, it writes, was required 
by the most elementary sense of dignity. 
Italy has been the object of ‘‘ cowardly 
aggression’ in Great Britain, and the 
time has come when a halt must be called. 
The Regime Fascista, edited apparently 
by Signor Farinacci, formerly secretary 


of the party, goes very much farther. It 


writes of ‘‘ Jewish mentality,’’ Britain’s 
“national hypocrisy,’’ and

not well. Signor Mussolini is peculiarly 
sensitive to criticism of any kind. Fora 
period of fifteen years he has contrived to 
have his own way in everything, and by a 
policy of the most ruthless brutality to 


remarkable degree of success. The Abys- 
sinian campaign was a masterpiece of this 
kind of determination. When the Corriere 
writes of the British newspapers’ 
‘‘ cowardly aggression ” one is forced to 
wonder if it has heard of Marshal de 
Bono’s revealing book, “ Anno XIIII.,’’ 
which, under the imprimatur of Signor 
Mussolini himself, explains the origins of 
the Abyssinian war. Marshal de Bono 
admits with engaging frankness that the 
campaign was planned in careful detail by 
himself and the Duce without the 
knowledge even of the General Staff, and 
that it was planned more than two years 
before the Wal-Wal incident. He proves 
that the unfortunate Abyssinians made 
every effort to prevent the war, thereby 
demolishing completely the case that was 
made by Italy’s official representatives at 
Geneva. If this attack on a virtually 
unarmed people was not “ cowardly 
aggression ’’ we $hould be interested to 
learn what is. Again, what are the 
Italians doing in Spain? Why have they 
taken possession of the Balearic Islands? 
Why is Signor Mussolini maintaining a 
huge force of regular soldiers in the 
Peninsula at a cost that must be putting 
a severe strain on Italy's financial 
resources? Is he not making a bold bid 
for control of the Mediterranean, and is 
he not. finding that the task is not quite 
so simple as it seemed to be when the mob

noise as he likes; but there is one thing 
that even he cannot do. Truth will prevail 
in spite of him.

deemed, or as the Bolshevists had hoped. 
The churches—there are few of them, 
admittedly, nowadays—are crowded dur- 
ing the solemn festivals; even on normal 
occasions congregations are larger than 
they were even a very few years ago, and 
foreign: observers teport a new tendency 
towards the faith of old Russia which 
merits-almost the description of a revival. 
The latest and most significant symptom 
of this change, however, is the fact that 
its. existence has been admitted by the 
Russian Press.

Echo from the Past 


Seventy-two years ago yesterday a great 


Exhibition was opened in ‘Dublin in the 
presence of the then Prince of Wales, and 
one of the more remarkable things about 
that Exhibition was the fact that it was 
reported in the Berliner Itlustrirte 
Zeitung to the extent of more than three 
columns. We have just received a copy 
of the newspaper. The Exhibition was 
staged in Earlsfort terrace, and the build- 
ing which housed it was a mighty one. 
There were concert halls, picture gal- 
leries, sculpture galleries and a hall of 
agriculture, while the industrial exhibits 
were housed in a fair-sized representation 
of the Crystal Palace. It was the inten- 
tion of the organisers to use the show 
grounds subsequently for concerts. balls, 
winter gardens and a people’s pleasure 
park, but something would appear to have 
gone wrong with the plans. The important 
thing about this Exhibition, however, was 
the interest that it aroused. Since the 
signing of the Treaty Ireland gradually 
has faded from the front pages of the 
world’s newspapers. The affection that 
America bears for this island prompts the 
Americans on occasion to chronicle hap- 
penings of a sentimental interest; the 
Central European States use news items 
of a mainly (fantastic nature, as Irish 
newspapers retail stories of one-eyed 
Bosnian salmon; Germany, France and 
Italy use [rish events to point their own 
political convictions; and England is so 
unconcerned about Ireland that she has 
made but a passing reference to our new 
and wagnificent Constitution. Seventy-two 
years ago, however, there was a distin- 
guished German journalist at LEarlsfort 
terrace to describe—“‘ T'weeds aus Cork; 
Strumpfwirkwaren. aus Balbriggan; 
irische Spitzen aus Dublin, und Leinwand 
aus Belfast und Drogheda.” How very 
seldom nowadays do the names—Cork, 
Balbriggan, Drogheda and Dublin resound 
beyond the shores of this island. The 
sorrowful explanation, of course, is the 
fact that the nations of the world now 
have become so conscious of their own 
nationality that they have no time to 
spare for Irish products. Self-sufficiency 
is a two-edged sword.

FORETASTE OF THE 
CORONATION

ONDON yesterday had a foretaste of 
L Coronation crowds, as from guite 
early in the morning until late at night 
the streets were packed with sight-seers, 
while the vehicular traffic was so great 
that all the main thoroughfares were con- 
gested for hours. For once in a way the 
absence of omnibuses was a good thing, 
the number of private cars on the move 
through town being extraordinary. “The 
crowds increased as the day wore on, and 
at midnight reinforcements arrived of 

le who had come up to see the great 
rehearsal this morning. Thousands of 
them arrived by the late trains from the 
suburbs, and spent the night waiting for 
dawn and the march from Buckingham 
Palace. The route taken on this occasion 
was comparatively short, and consequently 
the ranks lining the footpaths were very 
thick, and it was estimated that there 
were about half a million spectators by 
six o'clock. The procession was, of course, 
not the colourful pageant which will be 
seen on Wednesday, but it had the golden 
State coach and other fine points, and the 
presence of the mounted bands was greatly 
appreciated. .The cheering now and again 
was enthusiastic, particularly from those 
who had been able to get comfortable and 
sheltered seats on some of the stands along 
the route. If a mere rehearsal can bring 


together such a gathering, it is obvious . 


that all the preparations and precautions 
for Coronation Day are fully justified. 


Try-out of the Stands 


At the rehearsal of the Coronation pro- 
cession this morning t seats in the 
official stands were available to spectators 
for a charge of threepence. ‘The idea of 
allowing people to occupy the stands was 
an excellent one, since it kept the route 
clear, and was in some measure a test of 
the arrangements made for enabling 
holders of tickets to reach their. seats on 
Coronation Day.

on the day. 


Special Services 


The Churches here, ‘Established and 
Free, had big congregations this morning 
for the Coronation Services enjoined by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. There has 
been an extraordinary demand for the 
special Service papers prepared, and I 
understand that of one paper no fewer 
than twenty-five million copies were 
printed and nearly as many of. an 
alternative form. It has been a matter 
for surprise that so many of the Free 
Churches decided to follow the Se-vice; 
but, as it had been specially drawn up for 
use by any denomination, it was non- 
sectarian, and could be used without 
offence to any religious feeling. In many 
places the Service was made the occasion 
of a civic celebration with processions and 
parades. The weather was very unkind, 
rain falling heavily. but this made little 
difference to the gatherings. 


Irish Workers in England 


A Sunday newspaper revives to-day the 
old story that one of the problems to be 
discussed at the Imperial Conference will 
be the position of Irish people now 
employed in the service of the Crown, inas- 
much as Mr. de Valera’s new Constitution, 
if accepted by the Irish Free State, will 
affect their status. It is highly improbable 


that there will be any such discussion, as 


Mr. de Valera, though he has boycotted 
the King, still accepts him as head of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, though 
he has no use for him except externally. 
Another point is that even should the 
status of certain Irishmen be affected by a 
Constitution to which they are indifferent 
all difficulty could be removed by 
naturalisation as British subjects, and this 
would not come amiss to the scores of 
thousands of Irishmen loyal to the King in 
this country and scattered throughout the 
Empire, quite apart from the retention of 
their positions.

TALLY has broken off journalistic 

relations with Britain, says a 
Rome Reuter telegram.

Sean O'Grady, Parliamentary Seeretary to 
the Minister for Lands, on the first poll, 
but several additional polls were required 
to select the remaining candidates. 

Owing to the prolonged character of the 
deliberations the President was obliged to 
break off in the middle of his speech and 
leave it unfinished. He stressed the non 
party character of the Constitution, and 
answered its critics, particularly in regard 
to the status of the President of Eire. The 
Constitution, he said, is not being put 
forward with the object of capturing votes 
for any party, but because it will save 
expense at the time of an election. 


NOT VOTE-CATCHING 


“If we wanted this Constitution as a 
means of capturing votes we would put it 
to the people, not in a separate plebiscite, 
withsa separate vote, but we would ask 
th® people to re-elect us in order to enact 
the Constitution. The voter in this elec- 
tion can vote for the Censtitution if he 
thinks it is good, and he can also vote 
against the present Government or those 
who stand as colleagues with the members 

f the present Government. On the other 

and, he can vote against the Constitu- 
n if he does not think it good, and 
for the Government. The fate of the 

onstitution does not take with it the 
fate of the Government, It is an indepen- 
dent and separate thing, and I wish it to 
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that the President is being put in a dicta- 
torial position, what are the dictatorial 
powers he possesses ? 

‘‘ A dictator decrees and executes; but 
where does the President in this Constitu- 
tion decide questions of national or other 
importance according to his own will? ”’ 


THE PRESIDENT’S DUTIES 


They would be told, he con- 
tinued, that the President made a 
number of appointments, including those 
of the head of the Government, the 
Ministers, the judges, the Attorney- 
General, and the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General; but these appointments simply 
meant putting his signature on a paper 
giving formal expression, not to his own 
will or his own choice, but to the choice 
and will of other people. The President 
did not select the head of the Government, 
and had no choice whatever of appointing 
anybody else except those who were 
chosen by the Dail. 

The President did not select the 
Ministers, but put his signature to the 
paper of their appointment, following the 
approval of the Dail. The President could 
not refuse to assent to their appointment. 

His function in regard to the judges and 
the Attorney-General was just the same. 
He could not dismiss the head of the 
Government or a Minister, unless he was 
so advised by the competent advisory 
authority. Nor could he dismiss a judge, 
unless there Was a vote for it from both 
Houses of Parliament, ; 

He was in supreme control of the Army, 
but he could exercise that contro] only in 
accordance with the law,iand the law would 
prescrito that the control ‘would be 
exercised by the Executive Government. 
Did that suggest a dictatoria] position? 


MONEY BILLS 

Mr. de Valera went on to deal with the 
various types of legislation, and the 
function of the President in relation 
thereto, stressing the provision made in 
the case of money bills for an appeal to 
the President, where the Senate felt that it 
had a grievance, and the limited character 
of the President’s powers in that instance.

A bitter article in the Regime Fascista, 
which is a sample of what is being said 
in Italy, was a prelude to the ban. It 
said: ‘‘ The system of deliberate lying is 
the moral heritage of the English people. 
But in the present-day journalism of 
Great Britain the acute perfidy of the 
Jewish mentality is added to the national 
hypocrisy, reinforced by the Anglican 
education. The whole thing is called 
‘propaganda,’ and is done more for 
internal: use in the British Empire than 
for external use. Not only is the British 
people fundamentally stupid and puerile, 
but it has for centuries been led by the 
nose by a ruling class which has made it 
believe what it wishes.’’ 

The samples of. “ British lies’’ quoted 
are reports of the Italian reverse at 
Guadalajara, reports of the air bombing 
of Guernica, and reports that Italian 
volunteers were thrown out of windows by 
Spanish fishwives during the “heroic 
defence of Bermeo.”’ 

Only last Thursday Signor Farinacci 
in the Regime Fascista threatened to 
pillory any Italians who went to London 
for the Coronation. 


GERMAN VIEW 


The recall of the Italian newspaper 
correspondents from London was widely 
commented upon in the German Press, A 
typical comment from the Boersenzeitung 
is: “ We fully understand Italy’s action.

articular, during the last few months 
are now reached a point where they are 
intolerable.

The outward and visible signs of rejoic- 
ing have now blossomed throughout Lon- 
don, and every kind of building, down 
to the shabbiest houses in the poorest 
districts, is ablaze with colour.

On Tuesday the Prime Ministers of the 
Dominions and representatives of India 
and of the Colonial Empire will present 
loyal addresses to the King at Bucking- 
ham Palace, and will attend a luncheon 
given by Their Majesties. They are all 
men who know the difficulties, the 
triumphs and the defeats inherent in 
careers charged with great responsibilities, 
and it is certain that their loyalty, to 
which the abounding enthusiasm of their 
greeting to the. King last Friday has 
already given expression, will go out to 
the youthful head of an Empire at the 
threshold of such a career. And when on 
Wednesday the King and Queen pass in 
State to their Coronation they may be well 
assured that all the hundreds of thousands 
who have come to gaze upon them are not 
curious sightseers, but warm-hearted and 
confident friends, and that it is to millions 
of friends who cannot be there that the 
crowned King will speak when he broad- 
casts to his peoples at the close of the 
day.

“ It is, indeed, the very merit of the 
Coronation service that it is not as we say 
up-to-date, for it represents the whole 
course of our national history.” ‘These 
words were used by the Archbishop of

‘‘ In these times of revolution, restless- 
ness and confusion among many nations, is 
it not wonderful to. think, must it not 
impress the whole civilised world to realise 
that on Wednesday King George VI. will 
be crowned with the same ceremony as 
those with which his predecessors have 
been crowned for a thousand years? 

“ There are some who think that these 
old ceremonies are out of date, out of place 
in our modern life. It would surely be as 
reasonable to think that a great medizval 
cathedral has no place in our life to-day, 
because it not constructed after the 
manner of the most modern architecture. 
[t is, indeed, the very merit of the Corona- 
tion Service that it is not as we say up to 
date, for it represents the whole course 
of our national history.” 

He asked all who heard the great Service 
to offer their own personal prayers not 
only for a King and Queen, but fíor a man 
and a woman on whom a responsibility so 
great had been laid when the last stage of 
the ceremony was reached and the King 
and Queen made their own Communion. 


AN APPEAL 


The Primate made what he termed “ an 
earnest and solemn plea “ to the people of 
British Commonwealth of Nations to

Special Services in preparation for the 
Coronation were held in Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday, when the 
preacher at the morning Service was the 
Rev Chancellor G. D. Scott, M.A., 
Rector of Bray. Taking for his text the 
words, ' The powers that be are ordained 
of God,’’ he delivered a sermon on the re- 
ligious aspect of the Coronation, the 
authority of the King and the power by 
which he reigns: Every King received 
his authority and derived his. powers, said 
the preacher, from the King of Kings, 
and all the wealth of prayer and 
Sacrament at the great ceremony in West- 
minster Abbey sought to bring down upon 
him and his Queen the grace that would 
hallow them and enable them to be faith- 
ful, wise and good in their high and holy 
ofice. The ceremony was essentially reli- 
gious—it was known in ancient times as 
“The Sacring ’’—and it was as. solemn 
and holy as the consecration of a bishop. 

Special prayers of thanksgiving were 
said, and also for the future of the 
Monarchy. The Service concluded with 
two verses of ‘‘ God Save the King.”

ELECTION SLOGAN 


BETTER LIVING NEEDED 


N an attractive kind--taking no account 
of stubborn political and economic facts, but 
giving full weight to the desires and preju- 
dices and the ‘aspirations of various types 
of voters, said Mr. William T. Cosgrave, 
T.D., when speaking at Glenties, County 
Donegal, yestercay. 

Politicians who can do that kind of work 
skilfuliy,-he continued, may, as in the case 
of the present Government, turn out to be 
completely incompetent when they are eén- 
trusted with authority, and confronted with 
the task, not of writing things out, but of 
getting them done. : 

The type of mind which produced the 
Fianna Fail promises was responstble for the 
most recent proposed amendments to. the 
Constitution. The document had a great 
many defects, but it sounded well. It did 
not solve partition, and the document itself 
was not framed for the purpose of improving 
the system of government but rather tu pro- 
vide an election slogan. 

The mentality. which. produced document 
after document in an endeavour to evolve 
the perfect formula might not be too harmful 
in certain directions. A constitution never 
hecomes clear until it was seen in operation. 
Alterations were nearly always possible in a 
constitution. and some efforts could be mace 
to remedy harm already done, and to ensure 
that certain difficulties would be avoided in 
the future But when the decument-making 
mentality was applied to agriculture and to 
industry and other matters closely connected 
with the daily life of the citizen, the situation 
was entirely difierent. Harm could be. done 
which might take years of patient work te 
repair. 

“Our position now is that we are imploring 
our neighbours to take our goods and at the 
same time to collect the sum that they think 
we owe them. No maiter what. kind of docu 
ment one writes out, geography is un- 
altered, so is arithmetic, and so are certain 
economic laws.” 


INCREASED COSTS 


Two thirds of the populacion of the Free 
State lived on the land, and these people must 
have the primary consideration when a policy 
was being arranged; they did not get it from 
the present Government. Agricultural produe 
tion had fallen. and agriculture in the country 
was prevented from benefiting by world 
recovery. while at the same time everything 
the country people had to buy was increased 
in price—not by werld conditions, but by 
Government policy. Of mdustnes Mr. 
Cosgrave remarked that we must have 
secondary industries in the towns, and tho 
primary reuson for them was to provide em- 
ployment for those unable to find it on the 
land. Just as the present Ministers believed 
that writing things down in a particular way 
made a difference to Ilreland’s freedom, so 
they believed that putting on tariffs on any- 
thing and everything that might be suggested 
was su‘ficient in itself te build up industrial 
sprosperitv. 

An industrial policy based upon providing 
employment must be maugurated and worked: 
on a business basis with advertence to 
industries which ‘ were suitable to the 
country, and especially those in which wages 
formed a high proportion of the cost, as well 
as those for which raw materials were readily 
available at home. 

“The new draft amendment to the Con- 
stitution contains a considerable number of 
sections dealing with personal rights—the 
family, religion and social policy,’’ he said. 
“1 shall not stop to consider what is the 
precise value of any such pious expression 
of opinion written into what purports to be 
a fundamental law. But I do know that the 
best foundation for any Christian civilisa- 
tion is the family unit, living and working 
upon a farm. It is upon such family units 
that the integrity, the capacity for resistance, 
the possibility of progress and of an in- 
creasing population in this country has 
always depended. The virility of our popula- 
tion in our towns depends upon the fact that 
very few of us, indeed, are more than two 
generations removed from the land. 


EMIGRATION 


“What is the use of recognising these facts 
in a written document when the whole effect 
of the policy being pursued by the Govern- 
ment is to reduce the standard of living of 
these families living upon small farms, to 
compel children in greater numbers’ to 
emigrate to a system of living in great cities 
in England unsuited to their upbring- 
ing and dangerous to their physical and 
moral health, The people who take cheap 
single tickets on a Friday evening to Eng- 
land or to Scotland in search of work they 
cannot obtain at home find little comfort in 
high-sounding phrases in a new, or, indeed, 
an old Constitution. 

‘The time of members of the Government 
for the last five years might well have been 
devoted to providing concrete remedies for 
our political and economic problems, rather 
than in polishing phrases in a document which, 
in its practical application, may be found to 
be far from beneficial to the working of our 
institutions and the liberties of our citizens.’ 

Mr. Cosgrave added that the policy his 
party proposed included the negotiation of a 
Satisfactory settlement of the economic con- 
flict, which was largely responsible for the 
difficulty of marketing agricultural produce 
and for the low prices obtainable. They pro- 
posed to make available for farmers an agri- 
cultural loan at 3 per cent, to help in the 
reconstruction of the indistry, and to relieve 
farmers’ and labourers’ plots of rates.

St. Jean de Luz this morning for Bilbao 
to escort four British merchantmen with 
more refugees. 

Madrid claims a further advance in the 
Guadalajara sector, and states that the 
insurgents have evacuated the important 
village of Cogolludo, 22 miles north of 
Guatalainck 

The Spanish Cabinet met at Valencia 
on Saturday night to examine reports and 
other information received about the re- 
cent events m Catalonia, Reuter learns 
from the Spanish Press Agency. The fol- 
lowing statement was issued at the con- 
clusion of the meeting: ‘‘ To avoid the 
recurrence of such events an investiga- 
tion will be opened in order to punish 
with full force of the law all offenders. 
The Government will proceed with energy 
to the total disarming of the population 
in the rear.”

A protest against the campaign in the 
Nazi Press, which is giving all possible 
prominence to the “ immorality trials ” 
of Catholic clergy, was contained in a 
pastoral letter from Cardinal von Prey- 
sing, Bishop of Berlin, which was read in 
all Catholic churches in Berlin yesterday 
savs Reuter. 

“The Press is deliberately trying te 
influence the judgment of the German 
people in these cases,’’ declared the letter, 
‘and it is being suggested that these 
isolated cases of immorality are condoned 
by the German bishops. 

. “ De not allow yourselves to be misled. 
We stand firm for the just punishment of 
every crime. 

“There is, however, another most 
powerful and vocal body of opinion which 
wants to deal a destructive blow to the 
Church they hate. You will realise, as | 
have, that it is no coincidence that this 
campaign has begun so soon after the 
Papal Encyclical.”’ 

‘* Apparently,’”’ the Cardinal concluded, 
“the aim of these enemies of the Church 
rs to show that the Christian education 
of children is unjustifiable. The intention 
is to make out that these crimes have given 
them the right to pursue their aims of 
stamping out Christianity in Germany.”

Dense 
crowds which had been pouring into Rome 
for days past cheered the passing of 200 
armoured cars, 1,200 machine guns and 
crews, three Air Force squadrons, two 
army balloons, and 2,200 mounted troops, 
including a detachment of the Libyan 
Camel Corps. Troops from East Africa 
were given a rousing reception. 

The procession took three hours to pass 
the Duce. 

King Victor Emmanuel took the salute 
with Signor Mussolini. 

The review was led by Marshals 
Badoglio and de Bono, Italy’s two com- 
manders in the Abyssinian war.

The Failure of William of Valence : This Week’s 
Derby Trial at Newmarket 


Merry Matthew's Breeding 


There seems to be general regret that Merry 
Matthew, the winner of the Chester Vase, 18 
not in the Derby, and for the sake of his 
owner one can tá sorry that he was not 
engaged; but his breedin —while there is 
nothing but good to be said for the breeding 
of his sire, Truculent (by Teddy out of 
Saucy Sue), on the side of his dam, Spark- 
ling Eyes, gives one to think. She is by 
Young fegasus—who must have been the 
worst horse that Chaucer ever sired, and 
was a complete failure. at the stud—out of 
Saxifrage, by Dumbarton Castle out of Frax, 
by Petros out of Fracas. Dumbarton Castle 
was just a fair class handicapper, whose 
most notable feat was to win the Stewards 
Cup with 7st. 41b., and, ircidentally, bring 
off a magnificent coup for the late Mr. George 
Prentice and ‘Captain Bewicke. I cannot 


recollect ever having seeu his name before 


in the pedigree of a good winner, such as 
Merry Matthew was last Tuesday. 


The Newmarket Stakes 


It is likely that we shall see Le Grand Duc, 
who ig not in the Newmarket Stakes, in a 
race at Haydock Park on Tuesday, the Cope. 
land Plate, a favourite with trainers when 
they want to give a Derby colt a little run 
round. 

The most interesting event of the week 
will be the Newmarket Stakes on Friday, and 


the Derby betting may undergo a change 


after that, especially if Perifox distinguishes 
himself. It can be taken that Fair Copy is 
almost a certain runner, and, furthermore, 
is likely to start favourite on the strength 
of his good running in the Two Thousand 
(iuineas, where he finished fourth from a 
slow start caused by his swerving when the 
gate went up.

THE PROPOSALS 


The proposals are as follows :— 

(a) to the widow (if any) of a Signatory, an 
annual aliowance of five hundred pounds 
during her life, and | 

(b} to sath son and daughter (if any) of a 
Signatory, an annual allowance of two 
hundred pounds, payable until he or she 
shall either attain the age of twenty-five 
years or die under that age, and 

(c) to each sister of a Signatory an annual 
allowance of one hundred pounds during 
her life. 

Each allowance shall commence on_ the 
date of the passing of the Act and shall be 
ayable monthly in arrear during the period 
or which it is payable. 

When a person entitled to an allowance 1s 
immediately before the date of the passing of 
the Act in receipt of an allowance under the 
Acts, such last-mentioned allowance shall 
cease to be payable as on and from the date 
of the passing of this Act. 

The signatories to the proclamation were 
Thomas J. Clarke, Sean MacDermott, P. H. 
Pearse, James Connolly, Thomas MacDonagh, 
Eamonn Kent and Joseph Plunkett. 


WOUND PENSIONS 


The Act of 1932 is amended in regard to 
the time at which application for wound 
pension or gratuity on account of wounds 
attributable to service might be made. This 
may now be done within twelve months after 
discharge from the forces or twelve months 
after the passing of the present Act, which- 
ever is the later. | 

It is provided that any person who was in- 
terned or imprisoned by, or by order of, the 
British Government, Saorstat Government, 
the Provisional Government, or the Northern 
Ireland Government, and lost from any cause 
‘while so interned or imprisoned a leg, an 
arm, or an eye shall be eligible for a pension. 

Section 17 contains the proviso that where 
“*a person died while engaged in military 
service from a disease not attributable to 
military service, and so died either while a 
member of an active service unit, or while 
detained in a prison, or ship, or internment 
camp,” his widow will be entitled to a 
pension. “ 


DISABILITY PENSIONS 


In part five, which deals with disability 
pensions, the pensions are made payable to 
persons suffering from 50 per cent. disability, 
and not 80 per cent., as heretofore. These 
will be awarded a pension of 15s. a week. 

Persons who on the first examination had 
a disability of 80 per cent., but on subse- 
quent re-examination between 80 and 50 per 
cent., shall be eligible for a pension of £1 
per week. 

A graduated scale of disablement pensions 
is set out in a schedule. This provides for 
pension of £100 in case of 100 per cent. dis- 
ablement down to £20 in respect of 20 per 
cent.. disablement. These are available for 
former: members of the forces in respect of 
wounds or disease aggravated by service. 
The same conditions apply to members of 
certain organisations. These organisations 
include :—Oglaigh na hEireann (Irish Repub- 
lican Army), the Irish Volunteers, the Irish 
Citizen Army, Fianna Eireann, the Hibernian 
Rifles and Cumann na mBan. 

Persons who were not members of any of 
these organisations may in. certain circum 
stances receive gratuities not exceeding £100. 
For instance, if such person received a wound 
during the period Ist April, 1916, to 30th 
September, 1923, or any other injury by 
reason of the fact that the person was keep- 
ing arms the property of any of the organi- 
sations mentioned, or by being accidentally 
shot by a member of one of these organisa- 
tions who was staying in the house of such 
person and was evading arrest. 


BOARD’S FINDING 


The findings of the Pensions Board will be 
final in regard to:— 

(a) The attributability of a wound or 
disease to service ; 

(b) The attributability of a disablement to 
a wound or disease attributable to service; 

(c) The attributability of an increase in a 
disablement, caused by a disease attributable 
to service, to such service; 

(d) The attributability of death to service; 

(e) The attributability of death te a wound 
or disease attributable to service; 

(f) The attributability of death to a wound 
or disease in respect of which a pension was 
granted under the Acts; + 

(g) The attributability of the aggravation 
of a wound or disease to a subsequent wound 
or disease or to service; 

(h) The attributability of the acceleration 
or excitation of a disease to a subsequent 
wound or disease or to service; 

(i) The date on which a disablement, due 
to a wound or a disease, which was aggra- 
vated, accelerated or excited by a wound, a 
disease or service, first manifested itself,

IRISH SPORTSMEN ABROAD, 
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kind in this country, has been obliged to cease 
operations. ts 110 female employés were 
dismissed on Friday night for an indefinite 
period. 

When the Irish factory was opened in 

February, 1935, it was given the protection 
a 75 per cent.tariff,and a quota was guaranteed 
for a large section of lighting bulbs. 
_ The cost price of Japanese bulbs generally 
in Dublin is so low that even the raw material 
in the home factory is many times higher. 
Electrical dealers can buy some of the 
Japanese products for about 8s. per cwt., but 
even to make the bulbs in Ireland costs several 
times that amount. ‘lhe margin of difference 
1s so wide that the home industry has been 
virtually crippled. The cost price of Japanese 
bulbs in Ireland is even lower than the cost 
of the raw material in this country. 


COMPETITION IMPOSSIBLE 


Me. J, J. Walsh, the Chairman of Solus, 
Teoranta,, explaining the position, told an 
Irish Times reporter that their factory at 
Bray, County Wicklow, was in a position to 
supply the country’s highest requirements in 
every conceivable kind of bulb. 

‘Our bulbs,” he said, “are of as high 
@ quality as can be purchased—they are on 
&@ par with the products of the British 
combine lamps in England—but it is 
absolutely futile for us even to try to com- 
pete with the imports of cheap goods from 
abroad. The cost price of automobile bulbs 
being imported into the country at present 
roduction. 
We buy only the highest quality of materials, 
our products are used exclusively by the 
largest firms in the Free State and by the 
biggest motor manufacturers in the world, 
but we cannot compete with the cheap pro- 
ducts from abroad. The cheap prices, of 
course, have a special appeal to a wide range 
of people, and our market is being reduced 
to about half its normal consumption.’’ The 
Free State has a sale of about one million 
electrical lighting bulbs, apart from other 
lines, per annum, but the output of Solus, 
Teoranta has been reduced to about half its 


capacity. 


MINISTER APPROACHED 


“We have no intention of lowering our 
standard of production—we dare not do it,’’ 
Mr. Walsh said. ‘‘We are determined to 
maintain the highest quality of manufacture, 
but for the present we must close down. 
The decrease in the market for our bulbs 
has meant that we are now several months 
in advance of consumption.” i 

Mr, Walsh added that his company had 
approached the Ministry for Industry and 
Commerce on many occasions, but that so 
far nothing had been done. “We have 
fulfilled our side of the contract,” he said, 
‘‘by producing only bulbs of the highest 
quality, but unless some embargo is placed 
on these foreign imports we cannot carry 
on. It all depends on what action the 
Government will take.” 

Mr. Walsh explained that the British com- 
bine did not affect his firm greatly, as they 
both produced bulbs of virtually the same 
quality and price. 

‘It is worth noting,” he said, “‘ that not 
a single lamp used in Dublin streets is Irish- 
made.’ » 

Solus. Teoranta, which was registered as a 
company on 25rd February, 1935, has been 
in constant, production since that time.

disaster to the Zeppelin Hindenburg, 
says Reuter. 
United States authorities. The third 
will be undertaken by the German 
experts, headed by Dr. LEckener, 
designer of the Hindenburg, who are 
on their way out to America. 

Two others of the more severely injured 
in the disaster died on Saturday, bringing 
the death-roll up to 35—12 passengers, 
22 crew, and one ground helper. 

Meanwhile the Graf Zeppelin, which 
arrived at her base, Friedrichshafen, 
from South America on Saturday 
night, has been grounded until the 
result of the inquiry into the Hinden- 
burg disaster is known. 

A Lakehurst (N.J.) message says: The 
most searching investigation ever to be 
undertaken into an air disaster will start 
to-day, when the Department of Commerce 
begins public hearings into the loss of the 
Hindenburg. 


MASS OF TESTIMONY 


On the completion of this inquiry a 
second one will be conducted by the 
United States Navy Board. It is hoped 
that in view of the mass of testimony avail- 
able, including that of technical observers, 
eye-witnesses, survivors, and film records, 
the loss of the dirigible will not prove to 
have been entirely in vain, and that it 
may prove of inestimable value in ensuring 
that a repetition of such a tragedy will 
never again be possible. ' i 

That there are dual American inquiries 
is due to iwo facts: that the airship was 
destroyed on a Navy Department airfield, 
and hence the Navy Department must 
inguire into the circumstances, and that as 
the Hindenburg was on a commercial flight 
the Department of Commerce must hold an 
investigation.

One of them had a revolver and pointed it 
at Mulligan, saying: “Put up your hands.” 
Mulligan was then ordered to turn “o- the 
wall, and he heard the man with the revolver 
telling one of his companions to “ go behind 
the counter and take the money.” While 
Mulligan’s back was turned and his hands 
were raised he was hit on the head by some 
heavy instrument, presumably the revolver, 
and felled to the floor.

ATHY, Monday. 
N old prophecy that the Valley of the 
Swan, in County Leix, one day would 
be a valley of steam was partly realised 
to-day, when Mr. Sean Lemass (Minister for 
Industry and Commerce) formally declared 
open the new factory of Fleming’s Fireclay, 
Ltd., at the Swan, which is engaged in the 
production of products made from local clay. 

Mr J. Fleming, of Irish Hospitals’ 
Trust, Ltd.; the managing director, at a 
luncheon after the ceremony, related how his 
father o‘ten talked about the survey of the 
valley carried out by the late Mr. Meadows, 
father of Mr, Meadows, Superintendent of 
the Stores Department of the G.S. Railways 
Co. Mr. Meadows had said that the Swan 
was the centre of a coal basin. Mr. Fleming 
said that he had- great confidence in the 
remark that the valley would be a valley of 
steam, so he set out to look for fireclay, 
which generally lay underneath coal, in the 
vicinity. 

The factory is situated in the heart of the 
valley, nine miles from the nearest railway 
station. It has been working for the past 
twelve months, and already its products are 
well known, They include sewer pipes and 
fittings, flue linings, bricks, fireblocks, and 
chimney cans, There are a hundred employés, 
including the night workers. The clay 
abounds locally, and that being used at 
present is transported from about half a mile 
by means of an electrically-operated hauler. 
The technical manager of the factory is M. 
Henri Gille, from Belgium, 

About a hundred men carrying products of 
the factory met Mr. Lemass when he arrived 
yesterday to perform the ceremony. They 
were the employés of the company, and when 
the Minister had passed through their 
ranks, at a word of command they 
marched behind him to a platform, 
where the opening ceremony took place. Mr! 
Lemass, who was accompanied by Mr. L. 
O Briain, his secretary, was received by the 
directors of the company—Mr. P. J. Fleming, 
Mr. J. J. Parkinson (chairman),. Mr. F. G. 
Thompson, Mr, R. G. Duggan and Mr, E. J. 
McKenna. 

When he had arrived at the platform, 
situated underneath one of the kilns, the 
Rev. Father Senan, O.M.Cap., blessed the 
building. Mr. J. P Brennan, clerk of the 
factory, presented the Minister with an ad- 
dress of welcome, and then the directors pre- 
sented him with a miniature ‘‘ Dublin”’ 
chimney can in silver 

The Minister, having returned thanks, said 
that the factory would help to spread pros- 
perity in the countryside. The peter’ had 
succeeded through the energy and ability of 
the directors. 

Mr. P. Boland, T.D., and Captain S. B. 
Minch, T.D., also spoke. Mr. Minch said 
that a few years before the wildest dreams 
of those who lived there could not have 
visioned so magnificent a factory. 


LUNCHEON IN FACTORY 

At the luncheon which took place in the 
factory premises subsequently Mr. J. Jd. 
Parkinson, who presided, proposed the toast 
“Eire.” He said that the industry was 
unique as far as that. part of the country 
was concerned. It was far away from 
villages and towns and had had every dis- 
advantage. Now these disadvantages had 
been overcome and nothing short of bad luck 
could stop the progress of the industry, which 
was mainly due to the energy and courage of 
Mr. Fleming. 

No matter how people decried Irish indus- 
tries, he thought that the ‘Irish people, now 
that they had shaken off the ‘political fetters 
and got rid of most ‘of their 
shackles, were prepared to go on and mdke 
Ireland a place by we all the Irish. people 
could live. Mr. Lemass had done more than 
any man could to help Ireland along the 
road, so that no Irish mea and women need 
leave Ireland to get a living. Whether they 
came from universities or from tlie labourers” 
cottages, there would be enough here to give 
them a decent living. 

Mr. P. J. Fleming, in proposing the toast 
“The Minister for Industry and Commerce,’ 
said that he had seen Mr. Lemass rush to the 
aid of a fallen comrade under a withering

Department of Industry and Commerce had 
given the firm protection, The bulk of the 
coal which they were using was mined within 
five miles of the factory, and , he 
was satisfied that a few hundred _feet 
beneath the floor of the factory there was 
coal which would be suitable for their 
purpose. A little English coal was being 
used for glazing at present, but it was only 
necessary to increase the draughts on the 
fires to do all the work with Irish coal. 
With the increased demand for Irish coal,. 
he hoped the time was not far distant when 
they should have a few hundred men mining 
coal in the area. 

Mr. Lemass, in responding, said that the 
industry was the only one of its kind in the 
country, and had many distinctive charac- 
teristics which made it exceptional. It was 
an entirely native enterprise. The company 
was composed entirely of Free State citizens, 
the workers were local men, while the raw 
material was obtained in the district, It was 
in every sense. a self-contained industry, 
capable of considerable expansion, because, 
as it stood, it was not capable of meeting 
the full requirements of the country. With 
a reasonable share of good luck, they could 
develop an export business as well. It was 
well to know that those responsible for 
starting the company had hitched their 
wagon to a star. 

The industry was, in the ideal sense, a 
rural industry. There were not many 
factories situated as that one, surrounded 
by green fields, and without any of the 
social problems which one found associated 
with congested city areas. It had been part 
of the plan of the Government to promote 
the establishment of industries of that kind. 

“We realised that if we were to allow 
purely eoeued forces to operate unchecked, 
without any counteracting element, the entire 
industrial development that we contemplated 
would be concentrated in Dublin, Gork, and, 
perhaps, one or two other large centres. It 
was something that we thought would be bad 
from the point of view of the most effective 
utilisation of all the resources of the country, 
as well as from the social point of view. «A 
number of industries inevitably had to be 
established in centres where the facilities of a 
deep-sea port, or some similar requirement, 
existed, but a very large number had been 
scattered up and down the country. 


INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS 

“Our industrial progress in the past few 
years has been so rapid that mistakes had 
béen almost inevitable,’’? said Mr. Lemass; 
“but I will not admit that these mistakes 
were numerous or serious. Undoubtedly, some 
there were, but throughout that period 1 
acted upon the sound principle that the only 
way to avert mistakes 1s to do nothing.” As 
he had not intended to do nothing he had dis- 
counted the mistakes in advance. 

They had made progress, and great as it 
had been, it was only part of what was 
possible. The idea had spread abroad that 
most of the industrial possibilities of the 
country had been explored already and ad- 
vantage taken of them. Im so far as it was 
possible to gauge these matters with any de- 
gree of accuracy, he would say that their 
industrial development had not been half com 
pleted. Some twenty-four millions worth 
gs which, in bis opinion, were capable of 

ing produced here were imported in .1936. 
The size of that figure would give them some 
appreciation of the extent of the industria! 
field yet to be covered. He thought they 
would cover it. | 

The surest guarantee that the task they 
had begun would. be completed was the 
success met so far and the change in the 
peoples’ whole outlook on industrial develop- 
ment, the Irish investors’ willingness to 
finance. enterprises, and the proved ability of 
the people to direct the enterprises. There 
was no reason to believe that the mere sup- 
plying of the home market represented the 
limit at which they must stop, Irish products 
had found their way all over the world, and 
it would be a mistaken idea to think that a 
successful expert business was won only on 
the basis of the exclusive possession of the 
raw material or on a particular form of 
technical skill. 

Irish place names had become trade names, 
recognised in sig country in the world, 
such as Limerick bacon, Limerick lace and 
Balbriggan hosiery, All these goods repre- 
sented types of products. He thought that 
when they had reached the stage when con- 
centration upon the supplying of their own 
needs could be reduced they would find that 
there was also a place for themselves in the 
world market if they set out to find a dis- 
tinctive product of their own. They would 
never find an: export market by mere 
imitation, but on the basis of distinctive 
products with a _ distinctive design, 
produced primarily to meet the requirethents 
of the Irish people, but adapted to the needs 
of other countries.

Mr. R. J. Duggan, in proposing the toast 
“Our. Guests,’ said that, although the 
factory was only m its infancy, and 
although they .considered the working of the 
plant was all that could be desired, they, never- 
theless, invrted constructive criticisms. The 
factory was a model one, manned by model 
workers, and represented another stepping- 
stone towards Ireland's climb towards indus- 
trial independence. 

Mr. H. Allberry, President of the Royal 
Institute of Architects in Ireland, responding, 
said that statements in the Press recently 
might have suggested tha architects, if not 
opposed to Irish industrial development, were 
not inclined to be over-enthusiastic about it. He 
took that opportunity to say that to his know- 
ledge of architects, extending over forty years, 
he found that in every conceivable circumstance 


the profession had had a great share in for-\ 


warding Irith industries. He thought that 
from what he had seen of the products of that 
factory no architect would hesitate to re- 
commend them to his clients. 

Professor H. J. Seymour, U.C.D., said that 
the mineral resources of this country, as far 
as the production of metal was concerned, 
were limited, and development must be very 
careful. He suggested that a research body 
to advise on Irish clay deposits should be 
established, because at the moment, if a par- 
ticular clay did not suit the requirements of 
the British firm to which it was sent for 
analysis, an accurate report could not be 
obtained. 

Dr. J. Drumm said that once the imagina- 
tion of the peuple was aroused there was no 
limit as to what could be expected in the way 
of development. The best way of getting the 
best out of the country’s resources was to 
call in the help of the various scientists. There 
were still a great many unexplored possi- 
bilities in Irish materials. 

Professor M. O’Reilly, Industrial Research 
Council, said that a feature of the new enter- 
prise was the absence of female workers. He 
stressed the importance of clay as a national 
product.

William Connor Magee was one of the 
wittiest men of his time, and he achieved 
a creat reputation as a wit in England. 
Ife was the son of the Rev, John Magee, 
and was born in Cork in 1821. His early 

1 was. received at Kilkenny 
Coliege, and he entered Trinity College, 
Dublin, in 1838—a year later than that 
great Provost, Dr. Salmon. In Trinity 
Magee was a contemporary of John Kells 
Ingram, and of many others whose names 
are to be found embedded in the histor 
of the nineteenth century. 

Having been ordained in 1844, Mage 
received his B.D. ten years later, and th 
Doctorate of Divinity in 1860. In 1864 he 
was preferred to the Deanery of Cork, but 
soon after that preferment he left Ireland 
for the Bishopric of Peterborough. Before 
he left Ireland, however, he was Donnellan 
Lecturer at Trinity College in 1865. His 
witticism to the Queen must have been 


relished, for when the Archbishopric of 
York became vacant William Magee was 
selected and translated in 1861.

‘Ghe Rest Field 


On one of the loveliest davs of last 
week I visited a County Dublin rest field, 
which, after a long and very depressing 
winter, now waits for work-worn animals 
of the city poor. 

On a sunlit day in May any good grass 
field looks hopeful, but surely a rest field 
has an air of expectancy that does not 
belong to any other. The very feel of the 
thick grass beneath one’s feet makes one 
realise a little of what the change must 
mean to the animals that have plodded 
along the city streets with a load of coal 
or of firewood, stumbling so often into 
the ‘‘ street strain ” that is now a recog: 
nised complaint of horses and donkeys. 

The expanse of the big field, with its 
nuge trees, must be such a contrast to a 
miserable stable in an animal slum: the 
running stream must be so wonderful after 
1 dirty bucket. 

I heard of one horse who, coming to the 
ield after uninterrupted years of the city, 
simply could not believe his eyes for a 
long time. Until, realising that it was 
true, he threw himself down on the deep 
grass, and rolled as though he never could 
have enough of the glorious freedom.

The cost to this one 
company will be as great as that of a big 
feature film, no less than £50,000 having 
been allocated to it. Arrangements have 
been made to have the film despatched to 
almost all the European countries within 
twenty-four hours, and America will re- 
ceive its copies within a few days. The 
loss of the Hindenburg may delay the 
American delivery somewhat, but other 
arrangements for speedy delivery will be 
rapidly improvised to meet the American 
demand. The completion of the techni- 
colour film of the Coronation will take a
